earthly things. The subject of Mr. Col- 
lins' address as "Observations of My Own 
Experience.1' 
He began by telling the 


teachers to stand up for their own school 
and tbe very best that It is tbelr power to 
do, and then make others think the name 
tUng, reputation being a good thing for 
the schools. He told the story of one of 
the Teachers in tbe Springfield school 
who when she was first engaged was very 
unpopular but who after a fen weeks' 
time gained the admiration of all the pu- 
pils by her modest ways. He said It van 
a good lesson for all teachers. Ibe speak- 
er f>aid that the teachers should Dot worry 
about the decipline of tbe school as things 
would happen that could not be controll- 
ed and tbelr worrying oculd not help 
them. He referred to tbe tone of voice 
that should be used by tbe teachers and 
eald that It was one of the befit means of 
the power of government. Tbe teacher* 
should talk in a U w tone. Attention In 
recitations was also spoken of as an Im- 
portant point. When one child Is reading 
tbe others should be following the same 
thing and the pupils should be taught to 
always give their attention to anything 
which was golnit on. Sir. Collins said 
that he believed in tbe memorizing of 
fiots and thought that it bad been of 
great benefit to him and gave Instances of 
bow it had been useful to him.

He Will Not be Recilled-And Cuban 


Relief Will Continue. 


Washington, March 7.—Provident Mo 


Kinley will not recall Consul General Lee 
from Havana. 
Ho will not change his 


plan to eend Cuban relief supplies aboard 
United States naval vessels. Spain's im- 
pertinent and irritating requests to this 
effect are met with a firm refusal, and it 


now rests with the government at Madrid 
to decide whether or not It la willing to 
go ahead and take tbe consequences. 


The prevailing belief here is that Spain 


will back down and not press her sugges- 
tions. It lies within her power, of course, 
to send General Lee home fay canceling 
his exequatur, but it would not be oru- 
dent for tbe Spanish government to incur 
the risk of provoking tho United States 
beyond endurance, which such a course 
would surely involve. 


It hud not been the Intention of the 


Washington administration to permit the 
news of this latest and to some extent 
surprising development of tbe Spanish 
situ at1 on to roach the public at this time. 
A dispatch from General Woodford con- 
taining the information that such sugges- 
tions had been made by Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Gnnoll was received a day or 
two ago, but as this was Spain's busi- 
ness and not ours tho administration con- 
cluded to keep the matter a secret until 
some actual development occurred or tho 
Madrid authorities wished to give tho In- 
cident to the public. Bat now that the 
news has leaked oat In Madrid tbe Wash- 
ington 
authorities make a statement 


which ehows conclusively the attitude of 
the 
president. 
This attitude is that 


Spain's request cannot and will not be 
compiled with. 


CURT ANSWER. 


Tbe state department Sunday authoriz- 


ed the following statement: 


"The president will not reconsider the 


recall of General Lee. 
He has borne him- 


self throughout this crisis with judgment, 
fidelity and courage, to the president's 
satisfaction. 


"As to tbe supplies for the relief of the 


Cuban people, all arrangements have been 
made to carry consignment this week 
from Key West by one of the naval ves- 
sels, whichever may be best adapted and 
most available for tbe purpose, to Matan- 
zasand Sagua." 


In this curt manner the president tells 


tbe country ho has no idea of suTombing 
to Spain's rather presumptuous sugges- 
tions. General Woodford has already been 
cabled to the same effect. 


General Lee will not be recalled unless 


totter reasons for doing so than nrw ap- 
pear aro made known to this government. 
As for the dispatch for relief supplies by 
our naval vessels, it Is announced by the 
navy department tho dispatch boat Fern 
and probably the cruiser Marbluhead will 
be sent from Key West to Matatizas and 
Sagua wfitri supplies. In the opinion uf

administration officials Spni«. is 


showing a very poor spirit in petting fin- 


icky about the manner In which food is 
carried Into her dominions to keep her 
poor subjects form starvation, elnce she 
has virtually confessed that she Is unable 
to feed them from her own resources. 


Whether Spain objects or not the sup- 


plies will go forward by our naval vessels, 
and It would not be prudent for the Span- 
ish to refuse them permission to land 
their cargoes.

for Copper City Gold. 


A letter received this morning by Mrs. 


G. B. Cnnklin was mailed at Seattle on 
last Thursday and says the^Conklin party 
was then ready to sail. Everything was 
picked, tbe last piece of harness, tbe food 
was bought and tbe steamer Yalancia was 
then in the harbor and they would go 
aboard on Friday morning. Tbe steamer 
aiiled on Saturday. Mr. Conklin writes 
that a Mr. A.[A. Sanders, a former Decs- 
tar citizen, and a party came op from 
San- Francisco on the steamer, also a 
party of 30 oatue in'oa Thursday from St. 
Louis and w.'re beaded by an experienced 
miner from British Colombia, all bound 
for Copper City. Sir. Conklln says tbe 
rush for the Klondike that we read about 
so much grows greater every day but old 
and experienced miners say tbat the rash 
might continue at the present rate for 10 
years and the gold land would not then be 
thoroughly explored. There are hundreds 
and hundreds of miles of tbe richest terri- 
tory where no prospecting has been done 
at all. Tbe party Is more tban ever con- 
vinced tbat they have chosen tbe right 
place to begin their work as the rnsb from 
Klondike is beaded tbat way and hun- 
dreds of ml oefs are going to Copper City 
jast as soon as tbe rivers are opened no 
foi navigation. The Conklin party will 
ernes tbe Valdet pass, which la considered 
even more dangerous than the famous 
Cbiiooot pass, but by doing this sill reach 
the gold fields at Copper City In advance 
of the parties whi ate depending on tbe 
rivers for transportation. 
In copies of 


papers mailed from Seattle tbe stories of 
tbe riches that are daliy pouring Into 
Seattle from the gold flelds read like fairy 
tales and act as a constant Incentive and 
stimulant to those waiting to sail. 


In making the final arrangements tbe 


party bought two tons of shelled corn, one 
and one-fourth tons of oats and one ton of 
alfalfa bay for their oxen, Tbey will 
take eix oxen and two ponies. Tbe larger 
oxeu, of wblcb they have two, will draw 
three sleds and tbe smaller ones two sleds. 
Tbey will also carry pack saddles with a 
ptrt of the daily provisions. Mr. Conk- 
lin says tbe greatest fun they have bad 
since they reached Seattle was in shoeing 
tbe oxen.

There is no more pathetic feature in 


the war between Cuba and Spain than 
the actual presence of children upon 
the battlefield. 
The awful massacre 


of the Cubans by starvation as well as 
by bullet and sword has 
numbered 


among its victims many child martyrs 
to the cause of libertj-. 


There are little ones in the insur- 


gent camps to-day whose 
playthings 


are cartridge shells; whose lullaby is 
the trumpet call and the noise of bat- 
tle. 
This revolution must always live 


in history as one which numbers in its 
list of martyrs, baby patriots whose 
blood has .stained their county's soil 
with that of their fathers and mothers. 


These children die, most of them, 


from fever and insufficient food. Thev 
are gaunt little specters of childhood", 
with wan eyes that have looked upon 
terrible scenes of carnage and death. 
Some of them die on the field, where 
they march beside their fathers with 
tiny hands clasping some implement of 
war. 
Others are stricken down with 


machetes, or trampled upon by horses' 
hoofs in the wild charges of tie insur- 
gent army. 


And these little martyr souls pass 


away without a mother's prayer or a 
mother's arms around them. Their re- 
quiem is the cry of "Cuba Ubre!" echo- 
ing fro*, dying lips. Their little bodies 


nition in plenty, had been prevented 
from landing within the month, and 
the condition of affairs was desperate. 
And it is this fact that makes the ma- 
chete charges of the insurgents the 
wildest and most terribly picturesque 
forms of battle. 


The men sometimes faced their foes 


with only oae bullet apiece to fig-ht 
with. When this had been sent into the 
face of the Spanish 
volunteer^—un- 


trained and weakened from marching 
through swamps—the insurgents would 
raise their machetes in the air. and 
with the cry of liberty upon their lips, 
tears streaming from their eyes in 
the desperate realization of their posi- 
tion—they 
would 
charge, a-horse. 


a-foot, up to the very muzzles of the 
Spanish muskets, carrying all before 
them in the fury of the charge, hewing 
down the volunteers like sugarcane. 


One night Jose told me that hja fa- 


ther had sent a message saying that he 
had been so near Havana the night be- 
fore that he had set his watch by the 
evening bells. "And I am going to see 
him to-morrow," he said, and showed 
me the letter, written in Spanish, that 
had come from the field appealing for 
aid from the city—especially asking 
for ammunition. 


The next day Jose took a load of 


fruit out toward Mantanras. The mule 
moved slower than ever under his pan- 
niers, for they were filled with cart- 
ridges. It was long afterwards that 1 
heard the boy's story. Towards night- 
fall, when he had nearly reached the 
insurgents' camp, the tired little beast 
refused to proceed further under its 
heavy pack in spite of persuasion and 
even blows. 
Jose loosened the bags 


from the mule's back and slung them 
over liis own shoulder. 
Where before 


he had been only a peasant peddler, he

There- 
are oLly a few names written on the 
death rolls, for the children ha\e not, 
been counted in with the soldiers. 1 
Somewhere in Havana, maybe,

names of those little ones arc written 
in gold. 


One case came to my memory, that 


of Jose Priest, u 13-year-old boy Hung 
with his mother and two sisters in Ha- 
vana. His father was upon the field, 
and the boy helped to support his 
mother by selling fruit and llow-ers 
along the Prado. I had bought many 
bunches of roses from him, and had 
heard many hits of news from the field 
which he would whisper to me as he 
stopped each evening at the window of 
the Hotel Ingleterra with his wares. 
This boy died like a hero during my 
stay in Cuba. 


It was at the time when the lack of 


ammunition was driving-the insurgents 
to desperation. Several filibustering 
Expeditions, carrying anrs and ammu- 


was now a suspicious looking person, 
and was sure to be detected if he was 
seen by anyone. lie stumbled on in 
the darkness, realizing his danger, but 
determined to reach his father, lie fell 
many times in that journey; his cloth- 
ing was torn from liis tired log-s, but 
be plodded on u n t i l a sentrj 'scballenge 
ran"; out somewhere in the night. Then 
be .started to run. still carrying- that 
Iiea-.y load; but two shots w Iiiz/ed after 
him, 
one striking I,is shoulder.

hid behind rocks by tlie roadside until 
the la/v, lialf-drimKen Spanisli sentries 
had liddcn away; then be started on 
again. 


He reached the campflre of the in- 


'iirgent detachment, \\here his father 
waited bis coming, and fell forward ;Jt 
the feet of tiie surprised men, whisper- 
ing that he had brought the bullets— 
and the loaves of white bread that his 
iiiuilier had sent, and a flask of rod 
wine. The boy died two days later, his 
"onnd inflaming and fe\erscttingin as 
a result of that 
terrible 
journey 


through the marshes. 


Uuedo Hernandez was one of the girl 


'. ictinib of the war. She was ouly 11 
years old, aud living at Cardenas. Sbe 
"us placing one day with some other 
children, when a btrauger approached 
and a.sked her to carry a package to 
:,ome one in the town. The little one 
innocently consented, and wap on her 
way to the house indicated wlieri bhe 
wus arrested and the package seized. 
It l.appened to contain letters from un 
i.iMirrceto to a woman relative. Ilueda 
was charged with conspiracy against 
the government, aud was cast into a 
''oul prison. 
I do not know uer ulti- 


mate fate.
